(Editorial in the Lethbridge Herald) 

Last session the Albetra Legislature spread upon 
the Statutes of Alberta an Act providing for an ex¬ 
periment in rural municipal government in the Pro¬ 
vince—four experimental counties designed to try 
out the county system to learn whether it can bring 
about a streamlining of what has become a hodge¬ 
podge of tax-spending bodies throughout the country¬ 
side. 

Remembering that Alberta was not set up as a Pro¬ 
vince until 1905, and that, at the time, it had only 
75,000 population, it is not surprising that, in trying 
to keep up with the growing needs of the rural, village 
pmd small town populace, we have come up with a 
surprising number of different kinds of municipal 
government, school districts, hospital distrets and the 
like. It was just a case of meeting the need of the 
district and of the day. We have a number of enlarg¬ 
ed rural municipal districts today, which are an am¬ 
algamation of a group of the original municipal dist¬ 
ricts formed under the original rural municipality 
measure. We still have a lot of the nine-township rur¬ 
al municipalities, a relatively small organization. In 
the early days of school districts were set up largely of 
part townships so that no child had to travel more 
than two or three miles to school. Some of these re¬ 
main, but in the meantime the present Alberta Gov-', 
ernment has brought along the large school units 
with central administration. Then we have hospitals 
and health districts, large and small. With, of course, 
unorganized areas thrown in for good measure. 

And the boundaries of none of these seem to jiber"~ 
The rural municipality is the only rural taxing au¬ 
thority. It must impose and collect taxes for itself, 
the school units and the hospital units where they 
have been set up. A municipality may be collecting 
taxes at varying rates for three or four or more 
school units whose boundaries lap the municipality’s. 
It may be collecting for more than one hospital unit. 
The school and hospital boards get their money by - 
making a demand on the municipal authority for the 
full amount of the money they need—the municipal¬ 
ity must find a way of getting the taxes from the 
property owners who are the only tax base the 
municipalities have. 

The whole thing has reached a chaotic stage. The 
Legislature at the last session made a start in an ef¬ 
fort to better matters by planning for a county sys¬ 
tem—a series of quite large rural municipalities which 
would, we take it, include all but the towns which 
have their own councils, and these, too, would be in¬ 
cluded in certain cases. 

The only objection we have to the plan is that the 
Legislature put it on a take-it-or-leave-it basis. A 
good many people think that counties should be set 
up only with the assent of the taxpayers within the 
proposed county boundaries. They don’t like the idea 
of the Legislature shoving the plan down the throats 
of the people. 

However, we think that to avoid the chaotic tax 
situation which has arisen in the farming areas, it 
would be a good thing to try out the county plan ex¬ 
perimentally. And that is what the Vulcan area is 
planning to do—if the various tax-spending bodies 
can bring themselves to agree. We would like to see 
the scheme tried out. The county system seems to 
meet the needs of the present day, what with munici¬ 
pal, school, hospital, health and other requirements 
that need to be met. We can’t see that it can be any 
worse than we have now even though the Alberta 
Teachers’ Alliance doesn’t seem to like the idea of 
the taxpayers having a little more to say about how 
school moneys are being spent.
